On pond .number one of 
the Whittier Narrows Bird 
Sanctuary there stood an 
enormous bird . . . white in 
pkimmaKe, tall in stature. 
Standing peacefully on the 
floating log, the Great Eg- 
let’s back legs contrasted 
boldly against the pale tans 
of rushes and cattails along 
the pond’s edge. This grace¬ 
ful bird with long neck and 
yellow bill can be seen wad¬ 
ing in the lake’s shallows, 
foraging tor .small fish and 
crayfi.sh. It roosts and nests 
In tall trees, its at home 
there as it is in the water. 
How strange It looks ... a 
fo.ur foot tall bird perched 
on a branch high up in a 
tree! 

Skimming aero s s the 
pond’s slick surface were at 
least 30 pairs of ducks 
named Northern Shovelers. 
Uniquely marked with a 
dark green head, rich red¬ 
dish-brown sides, and stark 
white breast, these water 
birds get their .name from 
their shovel-type bill. Gliding 
across the water, they skim 
and scoop tiny plants and 
animals into their mouths. A 
most attractive duck! 

Meanwhile, or. the 20 acre 
pond, a large variety of 
water fowl were swimming 
about, either feeding, sleep¬ 
ing, or chasing each other. 
Many were there that I 
couldn't readily identify! The 


coloration and markin gs 
were beautiful. 

A cup of hot coff e e 
chased the chill from the air, 
as I viewed .from the obser¬ 
vation platform the candid 
antics of wintering water 
birds. Through my binocu¬ 
lars I chuckled over the flo¬ 
tilla of tiny, unidentifiable 
ducks moving effortless 1 y 
and smoothly across the 
calm surface of the lake. 
With brown head and backs, 
white fronts and a light 
brown pattern on their sides, 
they all moved in the same 
tempo and rhythm . . . ap¬ 
parently late for some lake- 
shore appointment. 

The perimeter of these 
three ponds also offer in¬ 
teresting wildlife to observe, 
such as meadowlarks, rab¬ 
bits, and the ubiquitous coy¬ 
ote. Hawks drcle overhead 
in search of food. On an 
overhead power line was 
perched ji small colorf u 1 
predator called a sparrow 
hawk. Clutched in its sharp 
talons was a freshly caught 
mouse, dangling unceremon- 
ously from the wire. Sudden¬ 
ly, a raven — much larger 
in size — attacked the spar¬ 
row hawk, its hungry eyes 
on the squirming mouse. But 
the lucky hawk managed to 
flee to the safety of a .near¬ 
by tree to finish its meal hi 
peace!

tion of $37,994,779 to cities 
and counties as the Januarv 
apportionment of state-col¬ 
lected “In-lieu” motor ve¬ 
hicle license fees, plus an¬ 
other $277,564 in semi-an¬ 
nual apportionment of off- 
highway license fees. 

Cory reported Los Angeles 
received $6,068,336 in motor 
vehicle fees and $44,331 in 
off-highway fees.
